But 
the peace-or-war decision resting with politicians, whatever the 
country, a business opinion about Japan may be less reliable 
fhan a political one. The determining factor will be the nature 
and character of the Japanese. Which reminds me of a hope- 
ful story I heard in 1937.

who has been a Japanese trader for 
20 years. 


One day the Tokyo police came up 


to his skyscraper office and said he 
must close his windows and draw the 
shades, and keep them so all the nexl 
day, 
for the next day the Emperor ol 


Japan was to ride down the avenue 
—and, the Emperor being styled "The 
Son of Heaven" loyal Japanese fel 
that no one should be permitted to 
look down on him . . . and that wen 
for foreigners with offices high up 
in a skyscraper. 


But the American was hot-tempered 


He irately pointed out that it wa 
July, very hot in Tokyo, and uttcrlj 
unreasonable to apply a Japanese tra- 
dition to Americans who had a day' 
work to do. 


The Japanese police, instead of seiz- 


ing the obstinate one, merely grinned 
and said, "Well, if you can't do what 
we suggest, what do you offer to do?" 


The result was that the American 


agreed if the police would notify his 
office 10 minutes before the emperor's 
car was due to arrive at the sky- 
scraper the windows would be closed 
and the shades drawn, and kept so 
until "The Son of Heaven" had act- 
ually passed. And the police accepted 
this.

A showdown fight for the nation's 


millions of labor votes developed in 
the presidential campaign Saturday 
after John L. Lewis, CIO leader, gave 
his unqualified support to Wendell L. 
Willkie with the assertion that, "re- 
election of President Roosevelt for a 
third term would be a national evil 
of the first ma.gnitude." 


The Republican nominee immediate- 


ly welcomed Lewis' support. 


'Allan D. Haywood, national organiz- 


ing director of CIO in New York, 
announced that he and many collcag- 
ues^had assured Lewis that they "en- 
dorsed his statement and pledged con- 
tinue fealty to his leadership." 
•.In Philadelphia, Alexander McKc- 


pwn, president, and other high of- 
ficials of the American Federation of 
•losiery Workers, a CIO affiliate, tele- 
jraphed Roosevelt a pledge of "con- 
jnued loyalty and enthusiastic sup- 
port." ; 


Similar division of opinion was evi-

Lewis for Willkie 


WASHINGTON — (/P)— Emphatically 


endorsing Wendell L. Willkie for the 
presidency, John L. Lewis announced 
Friday night he would resign as lead- 
er of the C. I. O. if organizad la- 
bor declines to follow his lead and 
President Roosevelt is elected. 


"Sustain me now or repudiate me," 


he told his followers. 


The labor leader denounced the 


president as a "Caesar," said his 
"reclivntion- end -purpose'* >was "war1"' 
accused him of seeking a concentra- 1 
tion of power in his own hands, and 
said his re-election would be a "nat- 
ional evil of the first magnitude." 
America, he added, "needs no super- 
man," and "wants no royal family." 


He said Willkie, on the other hand, 


had said he would end unemploy- 
ment, enforce the right of labor to 
organize and promote collective bar- 
gaining. If Willkie is elected he said 
"this task-can and will be done." 
He had "confidence," he said, in Wil- 
Ikie's "integrity and honor." 


Paid for .Radio Time 


At New York the National Com- 


mittee of Dcmocrats-for-Willkie an- 
nounced it sponsored and paid ap- 
proximately 545,000 for radio time used 
by Lewis. Alan Balentine, executive 
director of the committee, said the 
speech was carried over 362 stations 


f the three national networks. 
The National Committee of Demo- 
rats for Willkie was formed several 
lonths ago under the leadship of 
/alentine, Rochester University presi- 
ent. .John W. Hanes, former under- 
ccretury of the Treasury in the first 
ioosevclt cabinet, and Lewis W. Doug- 
as, former New Deal budget director, 
iclped form the organization. 


The committee is also sponsor of 


Alfred E. Smith's speaking tour in be- 
lalf o,f Republican presidential nom- 
nce Wendell L. Willkie.

"1 am the law," said Louis XIV, and 


'I am the law," plagiarized Frank 
'Burn the Books" Hague, mayor of 
Jersey City, czar of Hudson coynty, 
autocrat of New Jersey and vice 
chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee. 


"I decide," emphasized Boss Hague 


on another occasion. "I do. Me. Right 
here." 


Frank Hague probably is the most 


brazenly Fascistic dictator who ever 
has attained actual power in Amer- 
ican politics. 


He is important because ' Franklin 


Roosevelt 
has 
accepted 
him 
as 


coadjutor in the New Deal; because 
during eight years the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, has permitted him to 
flout every concept of liberalism, with 
never more than a petulant slap on 
the wrist for reproof; because Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, .whose word is law 
in Democratic party affairs, never has 
raised an eyebrow at Boss Hague's 
vice chairmanship of the national conv 
mittee. 


He is important because, when' the 


President's personal agents organized 
a third term draft, the politicians they 
selected to handle its mechanics were 
Boss Kelly of Chicago and Boss Hague 
of Jersey City. 


In 1932 Frank Hague was ' not a 


Roosevelt man. 


"The one man who is weakest in 


the eyes of the rank and file," he 
called Roosevelt in the Chicago con- 
vention. 


'My Old Friend" Assembles 


a Crowd 


He was wrong. He became one' Of 


Roosevelt's most vociferous backers. 
To demonstrate his loyalty, he pro- 
duced a tSea Girt a rally of 100,000 
persons to listen to a Roosevelt cam- 
paign speech. 


"No general could have assembled 


such a host, but my old friend, the 
mayor 
of Jersey City," Roosevelt 


commented truthfully at Sea Girt. 


In 1936 Boss Hague was invited by 


the President to the Supreme Court 
dinner in the White House, one of 
the most elegant and honored of all 
state dinners on 
the 
presidential 


agenda. 


In early August of 1939 Hague's of- 


ficial spokesman announced: 


"Mayor Hague is absolutely 100 per 


cent for a third term for Mr. Roose- 
velt if he wants it." 


Franklin Roosevelt, who has made 


liberalism, 
democracy, 
honesty 
in 


government his proclaimed goals, has 
accepted for eight years the support 
and personal 
friendship 
of Frank 


Hague, who has never even pretend- 


ed to be liberal or democratic, who 
has grown immensely rich on a sal- 
ary never more than $8000 a year, and 
who has been shockingly frank about 
his disinterest in honesty in gov- 
ernment. 


Hague, the Union Killer 


Frank Hague tells the courts where 


to get off. Some judges suggested 
timidly that it was "unconstitutional 
to "pick suspects up on sight, slap 
them in jail and hold 'em in heavy 
bail." Boss Hague, consort of New 
Deal liberals, had no such qualms. 


"Either you hold, those men OE I'll 


hold you and remove you," he says 
he "ordered" the judges. They obeyed. 


In 1931 Hague called 1400 bus drivers 


together and told them: "This union 
must disband." 
He put the motion 


and a resolution dissolving the union 
was adopted. 


When he became mayor, Hague's 


first act was to order policemen and 
firemen to quit their A. F. of L. 
unions or their jobs. Both chairtcrs 
were surrendered at once. 


"We hear about constutionai rights, 


free speech and the free press,' Hague 
told the Chamber of Commerce in 
1938. 
"Every time I hear these words 


Isay to myself: "That man is a Com- 
munist.' 
You . never heard a real 


American talk in that manner." 


Six months later he proposed in 


federal court, an American Siberia in 
Alaska, to which native-born Amer- 
icans who did not believe in the pres- 
ent American form of government 
would be banished. 


How to Grow Up and 


Become Mayor 


"If you will keep clean and work 


hard and stay honest, like your may- 
or, .you can grow up like him and be 
respected as the first citizen of your 
q).y," he told a gathering of chil- 
dren. 


Hague's success has been advanced 


by other things in addition to clean- 
liness. Votes, for instance like that 
in .1937 when he was rejected mayor 
110,743 to 8798. 


Jersey City and Hudson county do 


not use voting machines. There is no 
geunine secret ballot. Votres whose 
loyalty is suspected find it difficult 
to reject the assistance of Hague lieu- 
tenants in marking their ballots. If, 
perchance, there still is doubt, crosses 
arc erased from opposite the names 
of anti-Hague candidates, and 
re- 


drawn where they will do more good. 


Registration lists in Jersey City 


alone are padded to an extent esti- 
mated conservatively at 45,000 names. 
Votes are cast'in the names of former 
residents long since removed, of in- 
mates of asylums and hospitals, of 
persons on their deathbed, of men and 
women resting in their graves. 


Opponents Land in Jail 


Two years ago a legislative com- 


mittee began trying to get possession 
of election books, to determine by 
comparison 
of 
voters' 
signatures 


whether Gov. A. Harry Moore was 


elected through brazen fraud in Hud- 
son county. 


The committee's sergrf.nWl-arms 


was rejected forcibly from the elec- 
tion offices. 
State police subject to 


Moore's orders, refused to assist. Elec- 
tion officials would not turn over the 
books. 


"I dare you to come into Jersey City, 


or any other city in the county, and 
proceed with your recount," challeng- 
ed Boss Hague. 


Jeff Burkctt ran against Hague for 


mayor in 1929 and came within 25,000 
votes of winning. He continued crit- 
icizing Hague. He tried to speak in 
Journal Square. He was plastered with 
eggs and'over-ripe vegetables, beaten 
with fists and clubs and jailed six 
months for disturbing the peace. 


John R. Longo tried to run on an 


anti-Hague ticket. 
He was sent .to 


jail for nine months. 


Norman Thomas tried to speak for 


civil liberties. 
He was run out of 


town. 


How to Live Well on ?8000 


Born in 1876 in a ramshackle shack 


in Jersey City's poorest slum, "the 
Horseshoe," which borders the Erie 
Railroad tracks in the eastern part of 
the city,- Frank Hague was one of 
eight children of an honest, hard- 
working immigrant Irish blacksmith. 


He was expelled from school at 13 


as incorrigible. His first job, which 
he now describes as "menial," was as 
blacksmith's helper in the Erie shops. 
He found Swinging a sledge too hard, 
so he spent his time building up a 
politicial following among shopmen 
sufficient to make him useful to the 
city's Democratic organization. 


At 19 he was elected constable of 


the second ward and for his political 
organizing ability was made attendant 
in- the county courthouse at $25 a 
week. 


Today his town home is an elab- 


orate 14-room duplex apartment, with 
a cook, two maids, a nurse and a 
chauffeur, in the Duncan Apartments, 
the best building in the best section of 
the city. He is principal owner of the 
building. The regular rental on his 
apartment is $7000 a year, He pays 
53900. 
• 


It is almost a hovel beside his mag- 


nificent summer cottage at Deal. 


In winter Hague patronizes the best 


hotels in Florida. Before the war lie 
went annually to Europe, in first-class 
suites, using the radiophone to keep 
in touch with his duchy. He gambles 
heavily at Saratoga and at Hialcah. 
He pays in cash from a bankroll held 
together with a rubber band. 


How docs he do it, on $8000 a year? 
A New Jersey man who asked that 


question was taken by city detectives 
into the city hall basement, beaten 
two hours with 
night sticks, and 


jailed for six months for disorderly 
conduct. 


In Jersey City, they don't ask any- 


more.
